THE LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Coart Opinion on 
For Injury 
by Mobs. 
C leveland, Dec. 13.—The act of the 
legislature giving damages to persons 
assaulted and killed by mot s was de­ 
clared unconstitutional by the circuit 
court Saturday in the case of J. W. 
Caldwell against the county com m is­ 
sioners. 
Caldwell claimed $1,000 be­ 
cause he was injured by a mob during 
the Brown strike, and the act in ques­ 
tion would have allowed him to col­ 
let t it from Pile county. 
The act fixed 
the damages arbitrarily at |5H0 for an 
assault, $1,000 for serious injury and 
$5,000 for death. 
The court declared that when a man 
was injured, but not seriously enougti 
to he entitled to $1,000, the act in effect 
made him a present of the difference 
between his just due and $1,00 L 
legislature, the court said, would not 
authorize taxes for the purpose of m ak­

The presi­ 
dent is a member of the board of trus­ 
tees of the church. 
At daylight Sunday, at the su g g es­ 
tion of some of the older members ot 
the congregation,

custom, now almost obsolete, be ob­ 
served to publicly announce the death, 
the bell iu the tower of tho church 
slowly tolled off the years of her age. 
If is a coin idence that Mrs. M cKin­ 
ley died at almost the identical hour of 
the day as did her husband on thanks- 
g.vrng, live years ago. 
President Mc­ 
Kinley remained up until about 3 :30 
O’clock, a attle more than an Lour after 
the death, and then retired foe a few 
h ars’ sleep. 
D aring the forenoon, he 
and his brother spent the greater part 
of an hour w alking about the more 
secluded streets near home, securing 
nm h ueeded exercise aud fresh air. 
The pre-ident was greatly refreshed by 
the exercise, although even before he 
seemed little the worse physically tor 
the trying ordeal of the past days dur­ 
ing which, except w hen he went to 
Washington to attend to official duties, 
h*’ kept an almost constant vigil at the 
beride of his mother. 
In the afternoon the president and 
Aliner M Hanley drove to the beautiful 
West Lawn cem etery, about a m ile 
vest 
of 
the 
home, to 
attend per­ 
sonally to arrangem ents for the inter­ 
ment which w ill be made in the fam ily 
lot where lies the rem ains of the hus­ 
band and father and w hich adjoins the

dren of the president aud his w ife, 
under carefully kept mounds that are

W ASMI NOTON, Dec. 18.—Today Chair­ 
man Mitt of the foreign affairs com ­ 
m ittee sought to secure the passage of 
the bill to prohibit pelagic scaling by 
citizens of the I nited States in the 
house. 
There is some very strong op­ 
position to the passage of this measure 
in its present form and the whole ques­ 
tion of the Bering sea negotiations may 
be precipitated when it is called up. 
Mr. Hopkins (Ills.) and other members 
favor a lim itation of the period of the 
operation of the act, if 
it is to he 
parsed, so that iii case Great Britain 
refuses to restrict sim ilarly her citizens, 
our citizens may not he placed at a dis­ 
advantage. 
Others like Mr. Johnson 
(N. D.) think the extinguishment, of 
the seal herds in the noar future is cer­ 
tain and are not disposed to favor any 
legislation looking to their preservation. 
lf the present program is carried out 
congress will od jour J for the holiday 
recess next Saturday. 
The week in the 
house promises to be made m em orable 
by the uirmal inauguration of tho war 
aga n sfth e civil service law. 
I he leg* 
is ative, executive and judicial appro­ 
priation bill, which w ill be taken up 
tomorrow, con ains the regular appro­ 
priations for the civil service com m is­ 
sion, and, whether or not all the mem­ 
bers who favor the repeal or m odifica­ 
tion o ft he law unite to strike down the 
provision for its maintenance as tho 
quickest and most direct m ethod of 
crippling its operation, undoubtedly 
some will advocate this course and the 
whole civil serviot question w ill he 
dragged into the arena of debate. How 
long the debate w ill last it is impossible 
to predict, but as this is the only item 
in the hill which w ill attra t much of 
a contest Chairman Cannon hopes aud 
bein yes the bill can be passed before 
Saturday.

IMMIGRATION BILL 


It May Fait* tie* Sr ante Till* Week With 
L it t le O p p o s itio n . 
W ashington, Dec. 18.—The work of 
the senate so far as it has been mapped 
out for the week includes the consider­ 
ation of the im m igration bill which 
stands on the calendar as the unfinished 
business, the probable debate of tho 
census bill, and the pronouncing of 
eulogies upon the late Representative 
Holman 
of 
Indiana. 
The 
general 
opinion among friends of the measure 
is that there w ill he uo very strenu­ 
ous opposition to the immigration bill 
and that it m ay he passed after a brief 
debate. 
W hen a similar hill was before 
the senate last session, it had its pi in- 
cipsil opponent in Senator Gibson of 
Maryland, and as he has retired from 
the senate the friends of the bill are 
hopeful that no one w ill be found who 
w ill feel called upon to champion the 
opposition. 
They remember, however, 
that when it was necessary in order to 
have the bill become a law’ to [lass it 
over the president’s veto the two-fchircs 
vote requisite tor that purpose could 
not be sec..red. 
Hence w hile they are 
hopeful of the speedy and favorable 
consideration of the bill, they realize 
the possibility of delay on account of 
opposing speeches. 
There appears to 
be no reason to doubt that when the 
vote shah be reached the hill w ill pass. 
Bv special arrangement between beu- 
ators Carter and Lodge, in charge re- 
^ actively of the two billa, the im m i- 
aration n il w ill he temporarily 


(ions are that this congress w in pass a 
general bill for the entire rehabilitation 
of Indian Territory. 
The measure, as 
now planned, is to m ake it embrace 
e v e r y t h i n g that has been sought to be 
accomplished in the past by the Dawes 
Indian com m ittee, which is still nego­ 
tiating w ith the five civilized tribes, 
but which w ill be here next week to re­ 
tort the discouraging existing condi­ 
tions.

Tho bill w ill cover all the questions 
of citizenship, allotm ent of lauds, dis­ 
position of town sites, m ineral lauds, 
lull jurisdiction of the U nited States 
courts over the present reservations and 
Otho. matters bearing on the extinguish­ 
ment of tribal organization, 
rho first 
stops in the matter have been taken by 
the ludiau qoramittees of 
both the

A joint session w ill 
soon be held to consider the matter.

the future of this country is by no 
means as bright as it should be. The 
past few years have seen the formation 
of so many organisations of this kind, 
and the concentration of capital has 
been so marked as to assure the placing 
of great commercial power in the hands 
of a few, with the result that the mass 
of peoplo will Buffer. Is there not some 
remedy,- even in a free government, 
where every man can 
express his 
opinion, not only by his voice, bat by 
his vote? Government control of these 
combinations would certainly prevent 
the abuse of so many advantages. The 
system is wrong; but, since we have it 
and congress seems in no mood to 
change it. stringent laws for the control 
of every trust in the laud would be 
better than nothing. They would at 
least define certain bounds which could 
not be crossed without danger of pun­ 
ishment. 


JUSTICE SHOULD RULE. 
Public sentiment, when advocating 
the right and the truth, is a grand fea­ 
ture and worthy of the warmest com­ 
mendation. When it advocates a wrong, 
attempts to smother a crime or shield un 
unworthy and unrepentant criminal, 
then it becomes driveling nonsense and 
is abhorrent to every true-minded man 
and woman. 
When Alex. Stevenson 
was interviewed the other day, ho com­ 
placently stated that he Dad no hard 
feelings against the man and woman he 
had injured. Such stuff is simply naus­ 
eating. Then he made an awful break 
when he said: “The only person to 
whom I feed resentment is John Rose, 
who pushed the case.” 
The fellow 
must be actually blind to all senso of 
decency and manhood, as he well knew 
that he was talking to journalists, and 
that the interview would be published, 
and that the language, to those ac­ 
quainted with his history for the past 
few years, would brand him as cold­ 
blooded, dishonorable, cowardly and 
mean. This is a case where justice does 
well to rule, and where mercy would 
be a mistake. The crime of forgery is a 
serious one. No man is financially safe 
when snob a criminal goes unpunished. 
The man who has labored for long years, 
and accumulated sufficient to help him­ 
self and family when old age creeps 
upon him, may be left penniless by the 
act of a sharp and shark who never did 
an honest days' labor in his life. Steven­ 
son asserted that “there are other parties 
implicated and he did not intend to 
sutler alone." If that be true, then the 
“other parties" should be known, for the 
safety of society, and Stevenson should 
be punished to the limit of the law, in 
order that those “other parties" might 
be brought to the front. If a young man 
in his teens commits a crime, and there 
are 
especially 
extenuating 
circum­ 
stances, then should mercy and clem­ 
ency step in, and the idea of parole, in 
consequence of good behavior, come in 
play. Bot, is this case surrounded by 
such extenuating circumstances? Did 
Stevenson express, in open court, a 
shadow of regret for his actions ? The 
conduct of the case does not show it. In 
this case there is apparently but one re­ 
gret on the part of the condemned, and 
that is that he was found out and that 
an outraged law demands the infliction 
of an adequate penalty. Prithee, ’tis a 
peculiar case, and one to even cause 
merriment, when an attorney at the bar 
will illegally outrage a man, aud then 
tranquilly say, when the victim holds 
him to punishment: “I forgive him. 
I have no resentment against him."

A Schem e W ith 
Rent Batata T rim m ings 
That W on In Oregon. 
"Speaking of schools in relation to 
politics,” said the ex-boomer from Ore­ 
gon, “ a1 ways reminds me of a campaign 
iii which I was interested some years 
ago. The Douglas county representative 
in the Oregon state legislature, realiz­ 
ing that his popularity was not exceed­ 
ingly great, had been talking of build­ 
ing a new state normal school, presum­ 
ably at Roseburg, the county seat and 
his own home. 
This caused great con­ 
sternation among the 850 inhabitants 
of the little city of Drain, who had been 
profiting by the courtesy title of ‘Drain 
Academy and Oregon State Normal 
school,* under which the school there 
had been run since 1888. The postmas­ 
ter. who kept a drug store and sold 
school supplies, took counsel with his 
sister-in-law. who dealt in millinery 
and ran a boarding house for students, 
and she sought the mayor, at whose 
general merchandise emporium she was 
the principal customer 
“ The mayor was a man who thought 
slowly, but to a purpose, and, having 
set himself the task of devising some 
way of 
circumventing the member 
from Roseburg, he passed the next three 
days in profound cogitation 
He con­ 
ceived a scheme whose various elabora­ 
tions and ramifications were too diver­ 
sified for him to handle alone, and he 
came to me for help. I had just gained 
considerable influence in the oonnty 
through backing a projected railroad to 
the ooast, aud also as a real estate deal­ 
er and sawmill owner 
With my busi­ 
ness methods and the mayor’s knowl­ 
edge of the conditions confronting us 
oar plans were soon pat into operation. 
First, we suggested the candidacy of an 
ambitions young Drainite, a dealer in 
leather goods and hardware, for mem­ 
ber of the legislature, taking ail the 
wind out of his opponent’s sails by 
heartily indorsing the talk in favor of a 
new normal school 
Meantime we had 
a large grain field of the mayor’s, which 
had begun to lose its fertility on ac­ 
count of overcultivatiou, surveyed into 
city lots, and as soon as our candidate 
had received the regular party nomina­ 
tion we put the town site of East Drain, 
with its streets named after conspicuous 
men of the state, on the market and 
gave one of its centrally located blocks 
for the new normal school. 
“ Well, everything came to 
ex­ 
actly as we had planned. Our candidate 
was elected, and the building of the new 
normal school on the site we gave was 
authorized. 
We sold a sufficient aum- j 
ber of East Drain lots to more than pay 
for the land and all expensea The con­ 
tractors on the new school were men 
who had aided the legislation authoriz­ 
ing it, and they got their supplies from 
the mayor, their hardware from the 
member and their lumber from ma My 
mill also supplied lumber for other 
buildings in East Drain, including a 
new boarding house for the milliner, 
who has prospered ever since. The post­ 
master's increased business soon war­ 
ranted his moving into one of the two 
brick buildings in the city of Drain, and 
the former dealer in leather goods and | 
hardware is still member of the Oregon . 
legislature.’’—New York Sun.

Nature bas assigned to him a certain 
period during which he should attain to 
a sound physical and mental maturity, 
and any attempt to curtail that period 
by early forcing is and must be neces­ 
sarily productive of lamentable results. 
The boy or girl may be developed under 
a system of steady “cramming’’ into a 
highly accomplished man or woman, 
long before fall age has been reached, 
but it may be accepted as an axiom in

lesson to be learned from the records of 
those who have lived to advanced yean 
is that moderation in all things, whether 
physical or intellectual, is the secret of 
long life, and that it is easy by system­ 
atically violating this rule to produce an

LAWS f o r t r u s t s . 
if it be really true that danger lark* 
In the average trust and that trade 
combinations work injury to the people, 
the future of this country is by no 
means as bright as it should be. The 
Po* few years have seen the formation 
of so many organisations of this kind, 
and the concentration of capital has 
been so marked as to assure the placing 
of great commercial power in the hands 
of a few, with the result that the mass 
of people will suffer. 
Is there not some 
remedy*' even in a free government, 
where every man can 
express his 
opinion, not only by his voice, but by 
his vote? Government control of these 
combinations would certainly prevent 
the abuse of so many advantages. The 
system is w rong; but, sinoe we have it 
and congress seems in no mood to 
change it. stringent laws for the control 
of every trust in the land would be 
better than nothing. They would at 
least define certain bounds which could 
not be crossed without danger of pun­ 
ishment. 


JUSTICE SHOULD RULE. 
Public sentiment, when advocating 
the right and the truth, is a grand fea­ 
ture and worthy of the wannest com­ 
mendation. When it advocates a wrong, 
attempts to smother a en me or shield an 
unworthy and unrepentant criminal, 
then it becomes driveling nonsense and 
is abhorrent to every true-minded man 
and woman. 
When Alex. Stevenson 
was interviewed the other day, he com 
placeutly stated that he Pad no hard 
feelings against the man and woman he 
had iujnred. 
Bach stuff is simply nuus 
eating. Then he made an awful break 
when he said: “The only person to 
whom I feel resentment is John Rose, 
who poshed the case.” 
The fellow 
must be actually blind to all sense of 
decency and manhood, as he well knew 
that he was talking to journalists, and 
that the interview would be published, 
and that the language, to those ac­ 
quainted with his history for the past 
few years, would brand him as cold­ 
blooded, dishonorable, cowardly and 
mean. This la a cate where justice does 
wall to rule, and where mercy would 
be a mistake. The crime of forgery ie a 
serious one. No man is financially safe 
when soon a criminal goes unpunished. 
The man who has labored for long years, 
and accumulated sufficient to help him­ 
self and family when old age creeps 
upon bim, may be left penniless bv the 
act of a sharp and shark who never did 
an honest days’ labor in his life. Steven­ 
son asserted that "there are other parties 
implicated and he did not intend to 
sutler alone.” lf that be true, then the 
"other parties” should be known, for the 
safety of society, and Stevenson should 
be punished to the limit of the law, in 
ordm that those "other parties” might 
be brought to the front. If a young man 
in his teens commits a crime, and there 
are 
especially 
extenuating 
circum­ 
stances, then should mercy and clem­ 
ency step in, and the idea of parole, in 
consequence of good behavior, come in 
play. But, is this case surrounded by 
such extenuating circumstances? Did 
Stevenson express, in open court, a 
shadow of regret for his actions ? The 
conduct of the case does not show it. In 
this case there is apparently bat one re­ 
gret on the part of the condemned, and 
that is that he was found out and that 
an outraged law demands the infliction 
of an adequate penalty. Prithee, ’tis a 
peculiar case, and one to even canso 
merriment, when an attorney at the bar 
will illegally outrage a man. aud then 
tranquilly say, when th* victim holds 
him to punishment: "I forgive him. 
I have no resentment against him.”

SCHOOLS AND POLITICS. 


A Scheme W ith Bool Ka tot* T rim m l aga 
T h at W on l a Orogoa. 
" Speaking of schools in relation to 
politics,” said the ex-boomer from Ore­ 
gon, "always reminds me of a campaign 
in which I was interested some years 
ago. The Douglas county representative 
in the Oregon state legislature, realis­ 
ing that his popularity was not exceed­ 
ingly groat, had been talking of build­ 
ing a new state normal school, presum­ 
ably at Roseburg, the county seat and 
bis own home. This caused great con 
sternatiou among the 850 inhabitants 
of the little city of Drain, who had been 
profiting by the courtesy title of 'Drain 
Academy and Oregon State Normal 
school,' under which the school there 
had been run since 1885. The postmas­ 
ter. who kept a drug store and sold 
school supplies, took counsel with his 
sister-in-law, who dealt in millinery 
aud ran a boarding house for students, 
and she sought the mayor, at whose 
general merchandise emporium abe was 
the principal customer. 
"The mayor was a man who thought 
slowly, but to a purpose, and, having 
set himself the task of devising soma 
way of 
oircumvsnting tbs mam bar 
from Roseburg, he passed the next three 
days in profound cogitation 
He con­ 
ceived a scheme whose various elabora­ 
tions and ramifications ware too diver- 
rifled for him to handle alone, and ba 
came to me for help 
I bad just gained 
considerable influence in the county 
through backing a projected railroad to 
the coast, and also as a real estate deal­ 
er sud sawmill owner 
With my busi­ 
ness methods and the mayor's knowl­ 
edge of the conditions confronting os 
our plans were soon put into operation. 
First, we suggested the ca aril (lacy of an 
ambitious young Drainite, a dealer in 
leather goods and hardware, for mem­ 
ber of the legislature, taking all the 
wind out of his opponent's sails by 
heartily indorsing the talk in favor of a 
new normal school 
Meantime we had 
a large grain field of the mayor'a which 
had begun to lose its fertility on ac­ 
count of overoultivatiou. surveyed into 
city iota, and as soon as oar candidate 
had received the regular party nomina­ 
tion we put the town rite of East Drain, 
with its streets named after conspicuous 
men of the state, on the market and 
gave one of its centrally located blocks 
for the new normal school. 
•' Well, everything came to 
ex­ 
actly as we bad planned. Our candidate 
was elected, and the building of the new 
normal school on the rite we gave was 
authorized. 
We sold a sufficient num­ 
ber of East Drain lots to more than pay 
for the laud aud all expense* The con­ 
tractors on the new school were men 
who had aided the legislation authoris­ 
ing it, and they got their supplies from 
the mayor, their hardware from the 
member and their lumber from me. My 
mill also supplied lumber for other 
buildings in East Drain, including a 
new boarding house for the milliner, 
who has prospered ever since The post­ 
master’s increased business soon war­ 
ranted his moving into one of the two 
brick buildings in the city of Drain, and 
the former dealer in leather goods and 
hardware is still member of the Oregon 
legislature. " —New York 8un.

bank books so that alleged discrepan­ 
cies in the accounts could he disclosed. 
The resolution demands the resignation 
of the assignee, John Cree, and deair s 
the court to appoint a receiver.
